The appearance about Washington
of the familiar faces of public men,

opening. The city is alert with pre-
paration. Hotels and boarding hous-
se, private residences and shops,
streets and sidewalks are receiving
the tonches of renovation, and are
having their youth and freshness re-
newed with such cosmetics as paint,
whitewash, wall paper and paving
stones.

The most conspicuous improve-
ment is that which has been made m
the Capitol. Marble terraces have
been built about the north and west
with the result of improving the sym-
etrical effect of the building by re-
ducing the disproportion of the dome.

Between forty and fifty workmen
are now engaged in the work-sheds
—= | opposite the south side of the Capitol
preparing the marble and granite
blocks for the terraces. This work
Is being pushed along rapidly. The
terrace work has advanced so far as
to enable one to see the beauty and
valae of the mmprovement. There
are 150 men employed at the work.
These inclnde laborers, brick-layers
and well diggers. 7The latterare em-
ployed in sinking wells down some 25
feet below the present surface of the
ground. These wells are filled ap
with concreie and stone masonry,
and between the wells massive brick
arches are constructed to support the
